A Moat Wondrrfnl Kxprrleace 



Here is a true although marvelous 
tale of two sorts of courage — of 
endurance during nine days and 
nights of terror, and of heroie, self- 
sacrificing effort, many times repeat- 
ed, to rescue one human being from 
the horror of a living grave. 

Modesto Varisohetti is an Italian 
gold-miner, thirty years of age, em 
ployed in the YVestralia mine at 
Bonnievale, in Western Australia. 

Ofl Tuesday, March ISMh of last 
year, he was working in Number 10 
level of the mine, a long, horizontal 
passage more than a thousand feet 
beneath the surface. To be exact, 
he was in a rise, or stope, mounting 
from this level and forming a small 
chamber about thirty feet long and 
some twenty-seven feet above it. 

He was working alone at the face 
of the slope with a boring-machine 
when he heart! a strange noise in 
the level below him, and looking 
down, saw by the light of his candle 
a box floating along the passage on 
a rushing stream of water. The 
mine had been suddenly flooded in 
the levels below Number 10, and 
the water was rising with terrific 
swiftness. 

Hastening down the stope, he 
tried to reach the shaft by wading. 
Hut the water, rising higher and 
higher every moment, soon i cached 
his waist. Fortunately he ran back 
into the stope again, and in another 
minute or two the water reached 
the roof of the level, and Vaiis- 
chetti was entombed. Once or 
when the water seemed to 
sink a little below the bottom of the 
| rise he was in, he tried to swim 



along the level. But he was driven 
back into the stope. 

Now the water not only filled 
Number 10 level, but rose nearly 
seventy feet in the shaft that led to 
the surface; yet it did not rise up 
into the stope where Varischetti 
was, although this was only some 
twenty seven feet above the level. 
By a law of nature, as the seething 
water pressed upward, the com- 
pressed air driven before it filled 
the stope, and when the two oppos-- 
ing pressures, air and water, exactly 
balanced, the water could rise no 
higher. 

For the moment Varischetti was 
saved. But still, he could only ex- 
pect a lingering death, either by 
starvation, by vitiation of the air, 
or by the air leaking away through 
the walls of his prison, — for earth is 
porous, — allowing his enemy to 
creep upon him bit by bit. 

But although he looked for death 
he was on the alert for any chance 
of life. He knew that he must have 
been given up for lost hy his com 
rades, and that only by means of 
sound could he let them know that 
he still lived. So after some hours 
he began to knock loudly on the 
wall with a hammer. 

He knocked incessantly, and at 
last, to his joy, heard knocking in 
the distance. He counted nine 
knocks when they stopped. Again 
he heard nine knocks. He then 
knocked ten times, and to his 
delight came the answering nine. 

His courage rose. He knew it 
was a signal from Number 9 level 
above him. So he knocked ten 
again to let them know he was in 
Number 10 level. He felt happiei 
now, although his candle had gone 
out, ami he was in dense darkness. 
For three long days he kept on sig- 
naling at intervals, and as Ion 
the fiiendly knocking answeis came 
he kept his heart, in spite of hun- 
ger and the misery of hope deferred. 

All this time much was heing 
doue above ground to help Varis- 
chetti; for although knocking 
signals would cheer and encourage 
him, they would not keep him alive. 
Pumping had been started as soon 
as possible, but before the nine 
could be pumped out Varischetti 
would be dead. 

But the shaft above Number 10 
level was now virtually a well nearly 
seventy feet deep; the level itself 
was a huge water-filled pipe, of 
which so...e eight hundred feet lay 
between the shaft and Varischetti's 
stope. There was, however, a very 
narrow passage— pass, it is called 
— leading down from Number 9 
level to Number 10 level; and as 
this was only about two hundred 
and fifty feet from the stope, it was 
the shOrtes! way to the prisoner 

Still, no one but a diver could 
travel through two hundred and 
fifty feet of water in pitch darkness, 
and it was clear that a diver must 
be the rescuer, if any one was. He 
must be a very brave man, and one 
who knew his way about a mine. 

Just such a man was quickly 
found at the neighboring goldfield 
of Kalgoorile. Diver Hughes at 
once volunteered, and Diver 
Hearne, another brave man from 
Fremautle, was sent by the govern- 
ment to help him. These two men 
decided to reach Yansehetti from 
the petal When they went down 
to Number 9 level on Friday morn- 
ing, they found that they had to 
work in total darkness ami in mud- 
dy water choked with silt. Diver 
Hughes arranged to go down first, 
but through vaiious accidents, he 
had to make in all four descents be- 
fore he was fairly started on his 
journey along Number 10 level, 
while Diver Hearne remained near 
the pass with his companion's i 
line, air-pipe, and so forth. 

It was a difficult work, for the 
bottom of the drive was full of soft 
silt, and through this Hughes had to 
wade as best he could. After being 
two and a half hours under water, 
Hughes was forced, through sheer 
exhaustion, to turn back again, al- 
though not before he had managed 
obsmga signals with the en 
tombed man by shaking the rock- 
drill air hose 

At four in the afternoon, Hughes 
made another attempt, taking with 
him a hermetically sealed electric 
lamp ami some food for Varischetti. 
When he re a c h ed the rise and em- 
erged from the watei, he turned the 
light upward, and there he saw 
poor Varischetti standing iu a half- 
crouching position, with arms out- 



stretched, peering down in alarm at 
the grotesque apparition of the 
diver, who to a man whose nerves 
had been subjected to such a strain 
for three days and nights, must 
have beer, a terrifying sight. 

Varisohetti shouted outright; but 
the diver beckoned to him and at 
last the poor fellow understood that 
here was indeed help, and came 
down the stope to his visitor. 

Hughes gave him the lamp and a 
supply of food, matches anil can- 
dles, all of which were encased in a 
water tight tin. He longed to speak 
words of encouragement, but could 
not do so on account of his helmet. 
However he gave the piisoner a a 
hearty clasp before dropping back 
into the water. 

l'ooi Varischetti turned the lamp 
upon his departing friend, and 
watched him disappear. He under- 
stood that it was not abandonment — 
that he had to watt. So, thankful 
for the light and food, he waited pa- 
tiently for another long, weary 
tweuty-four hours, when Hughes 
again appeared, bringing food, 
wine, and a letter from Varischetti's 
brothers in a little tube, as well as 
a code of signals for communicating 
with those in Numbei 9 level. Then 
aftei a visit of about twelve min- 
utes, Hughes again departed. 

It is easy to say that Hughes came 
and went, but with each descent the 
devoted diver faced death anew. 
On one occasion he became entau- 
gled with his gear, and reached the 
surface just in time. Squeezing his 
way through the narrow pass, which 
in places was barely wide enough to 
lot him wiiggle through, was ex- 
tremely dangerous. Twice he lost 
his heavy boots, so that he had 
difficulty in standing upright in the 
water. 

On Sunday Hughes went down 
again. Meanwhile every nei\ 
strained to lower the water iu the 
mine, for until that was done 
Varischetti could not be brought to 
the surface. Men worked like Tro- 
jans, and each day the water went 
down a little. Each day, too, 
Hughes took down food, dry clothes, 
and whatever could be thought of as 
necessary to the prisoner, who sat 
for hours, waiting and watching for 
the bubbles on the watei that 

heralded the arrival of the dlvet. 

Varischetti did not see his face till 
the Ust day he speut in the slope. 

At last, on Thursday afternoon, 
St about five o'clock, the watei had 
gone down enough to enable Hughes 
aud Hearne to descend in their 
Orlnaiy dross and carry Varischetti 
through the drive to Number '.I 
level. A little later he whs brought 
to the surface, where an immense 
crowd waitetl in intense excitement 
round the head of the shaft. The 
spectators had been warned not to 
cheer, lest the excitement prove too 
much for Varischetti's shattered 
nerves; but when Hughes and the 
Italian came up iu the skip together, 
they could not foi bear. 

Varischetti, too weak to stand, 
had to be lifted out of the c*ge. lie 
was wrapped in a blanket and car- 
ried away to the manager's house, 
to be put to bed 

A few days saw him about again, 
although still bearing signs of the 
mental and physical strain. As 
for the divers, all Australia rang 
with their praise. — Youth's

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On April 15th, in the present year, 
1910, the census of the United States 
begins. It occurs every ten years. 

It is the basis of the distribution 
among the States of representation 
in the National House of Represen- 
tatives. 

It is also the means by which tbe 
United States Government ascertains 
the increase in the population, 
agriculture, industries, and resources 
of the nation. 

It is required by the Constitution 
and by act of Congress. 
CENSUS FOR STATISTICAL PURPOSES 
ONLY. 

The information sought will be 
used solely for general statistical 
purposes. 1 1 will neither be published 
nor used in any other way to dis- 
close facts regarding any individual 
or enterprise. 

The census is not, never has been, 
and can not be employed to obtain 
information that can be used in any 
way in the assessment of property 
for purposes of taxation or the col- 
lection of taxes. National, State, or 
local ; for deportation proceedings ; 
extradition measures ; Army or Navy 
conscription ; compulsory school at- 
tendance; child-labor law prosecu- 
tion; quarantine regulations; or in 
any way to affect the life, liberty, 
or property of any person. 

It has nothing whatever to do 
with the detection, arrest, prosecu- 
tion, or punishment of any person, 
for any suspected, or actual, viola- 
tion of a law, whether of a city, or 
State, or the National Government, 
or of a foregin nation . 

CENSUS INytlKIBS DEFINED BY 
CONGRESS. 

The census inquiries are denned 
by act of Congress. The questions 
on the schedules are framed by the 
Director of the Census in conformity 
with that act. They apply to all 
persons living in the United States 
on April 15th next, the " Census 
Day." The same questions are 
asked about each person. All per- 
sons must answer all the questions. 

THB QUESTIONS REGARDING PES 

The census law, with reference to 
population, requires that the enu- 
merator's questions shall, for each 
inhabitant, call for: "The name, 
relationship to head of family, color, 
sex, age, conjugal condition, place 
of birth, place of birth of parents, 
number of years in the United States, 
citizenship, occupation, whether or 
not employer or employee, and, if 
employee, whether or not employed 
at the date of enumeration (April 
15, 19 10), and tbe number of months 
unemployed during the preceding 
calendar year (1909;, whether or 
not engaged in agriculture, school 
attendance, literacy, and tenure of 
home, and whether or not a sur- 
vivor of the Union or Confederate 
Army or Navy ; and the name and 
address of each blind or deaf and 
dumb person." 

THE QUESTIONS REGARDL'. 

XB. 

The same law, with reference to 
agriculture, requires that the enu- 
merator's questions shall call for: 
he name, color, and country 
of birth of occupant of each farm, 
tenure, acreage of farm, acreage of 
woodland and character of timber 
thereon, value of farm and improve- 
ments, value of farm implements,

beginning April 15th. They are not 
to be regarded as spies, detectives, 
policemen, constables, tax assessors, 
or officers of any city, county, or 
State. They are employed by the 
U. S. Bureau of the Census. They 
do not represent any other depart- 
ment of the United Satates Govern- 
ment, or any foreign nation. 

NONE AFPRCTED BY THEIR ANSWERS. 

No person should hesitate, neglect, 
or refuse to answer all the enumer- 
ator's questions. He only asks 
those necessary to fill the schedules 
which are required by law. No- 
thing that is told him can in any way 
be used to the detriment or damage 
of any person, or his family, or his 
property. 

REPLIES TO ENUMERATORS STRICTLY 
CONFIDENTIAL. 

Replies to enumerators are, and 
must be, held by the Census Bureau 
in strict and absolute confidence. 

All the U. S. Census officials, 
supervisors, supervisors' clerks, 
enumerators, and interpreters, before 
entering upon their duties, are 
obliged to take a soleman oath not 
to disclose any information they 
may obtain, except to the Census 
Bureau, and a violation of the Unit 
ed States law in regard to this oath 
means a $1,000 fine, or imprison 
ment for two years, or both, in the 
discretion of the Court. 

PENALTIES FOR FAILURE TO ANSWER 
QUESTIONS. 

If any adult person refuses or wil- 
fully neglects to answer an enumer- 
ator's questions, or, if any person 
wilfully gives answers that are false, 
he or she can be arrested, carried to 
court, and fined up to $100. Keep- 
ers of hotels, apartment houses, 
boarding or lodging houses, tene- 
ments or other buildings, in which 
persons make their homes, must 
help the enumerator when asked, or 
they will be liable to arrest and 
punishment by a fine up to $500.

ivoiTOR Journal: My good 
friend, Mr. Jay Cooke Howard, of 
the Zenith City of the Unsalted Seas, 
has an article in your last that warm- 
ed the cockles of my heart. 

As President of the N. A. D. , I am 
supposed to take a more than lan- 
guid interest in the affairs of the 
chief organization of the American 
deaf, and when therefore such Cory- 
phees as Anson Randolph, Arthur 
Lincoln, Oscar Heinrich, Olof Jarl 
and the rest say things and do stunts 
wise and otherwise that place the N. 
A. D. in the spot-light and make it 
a topic for discussion at the American 
deaf-mute breakfast table, my satis- 
faction is great. 

So when Jay Cooke in your last 
issue lets off his cannon cracker of 
illegal incorporation, under the N. 
A. D. Rosinante, and starts the an- 
cient nag off at a pace that timid 
souls in the band wagon fear may 
wreck that old one-hoss shay, it 
warms, as I said, the cockles of my 
heart 

But there are a good many simple- 
hearted people in our ranks who 
know no more about charters, certi- 
ficates and articles on incorporation, 
than they do about the paraffine 
paper the man in the moon wraps 
his snack of green cheese in. 

These, not knowing Jay Cooke to 
be the arch-joker in the N. A. D. 
pack, may take his statement for gos- 
pel that the Association has not and 
never has had existence as an incor- 
porate organization, and may feel 
the same sense of alarm and grievous 
loss as the small boy did when his 
uncle told him he did not have and 
never could have a nasal proboscis. 

To reassure these timid souls, I 
will take it upon myself to state that 
Jay Cooke, like the Dutchman's 
blunderbuss, went off at half-cock. 

He is correct when he states that 
the Constitution and by-laws pub- 
lished in the Norfolk report could 
not serve as articles of incorporation 
in the District or anywhere else. 

They were not intended to. 

The actual articles of incorporation 
however, comply with the laws of 
the District in every particular. 

These laws require first that in- 
corporation must be by three or 
more persons of full age, a majority 
of whom must be residents of the 
District of Corumbia. 

The incorporators, Dr. Draper, and 
Messrs, Adams and Hodgson, cut 
their wisdom teeth several ages ago, 
and the two former were at the time, 
and are still, residents of the District. 

Each appeared before a duly 
liscened notary public, to whom he 
was personally known, and made 
oath as to the truth of the several 
statements in the cretificate of in- 
corporation. 

The name by which the Associa- 
tion was to be known is stated in 
the certificate as the National As- 
sociation of the Deaf. 

The term for which it is organ- 
ized, and which might be perpetual, 
is set down as twenty-five years 
from Feb. 23, 1900. 

The particular business and objects 
of the Association are stated with 
sufficient fullness. 

The number of the officers and 
managers at the time of incorpdration 
is given, each officer and member of 
the Executive Committee being 
named. 

The certificate is on file with the 
Recorder of Deeds, John C. Dancy, 
of the District of Columbia. In its 
entirety it reads as follows;

About two weeks ago, before the 
appearance of Mr. Howard's articles 
in the Journal and Silent Success, 
I wrote Recorder Dancy to ascertain 
if there were any flaws in our process 
of incorporation, stating that as 
President of the Association I was 
anxious to comply with the law in 
every particular. 

There had from time to time and 
for several years back been alle- 
gations to the effect that the 
Association had been improperly in- 
corporated. Among those who 
wrote me recently on the matter 
was Mr. Howard. He inquired 
whether I was sure that the As- 
sociation was legally incorporated. 
I replied that to the l>est of my 
knowledge and belief it was. I 
referred this query, as well as several 
other points on which I desired 
information, to Mr. Albert Francis 
Adams, one of the incorporators. 
Mr. Adams, who has certainly 
missed his calling and should have 
fitted himself as a consulting lawyer 
on corporate and constitutional law, 
did " some skirmishing" and ascer- 
tained a few facts: 

The Association is propely incor- 
porated. 

There is nothing in the statutes 
to prevent the Association from 
acquiring and holding property, 
except that the income from this 
property must not exceed $25,000 
annually. Speed the day when the 
N. A. D may have such an income 
It is not neceasacy that amend- 
its to the constitution be filed in 
the Recorder's office. 

It was not necessrry that the 
constitution, and by laws be recorded 
with the certificate of incorporation. 
In regard to my question whether 
the N. A. D. as an incorporated 
body must have permanent head- 
quarters, Mr. Adams had this to say : 
' ' The Recorder of Deeds says he 
does not think the question has ever 
been definitely settled la the District, 
but he is of the opinion that the 
Association should have a permanent 
agent in the District. 

" At the office of the U. S. District 
Attorney, I was told that the As- 
sociation would probably have to 
have an agent here, but it was a 
matter for my lawyer. 

" At the office of the Bureau ot 
Corporation' rtment of Com- 

merce and Labor, tbe Clerk thought 
that some kiud of representative 
ought to be in Washington, but be 
<1 that if the Recorder of Deeds 
Id not answer tbt on, why 

not l'-t the matter drop. Mr. Myers, 
who compiled the ' Laws relating to 
Corporations in the District of Co- 
lumbia,' wrote me that his offi 
as Assistant Secretary 
the District sioners prev 

ed him from giving an opinion. * 
* * Were my views asked in this 
matter, I would say, either let the 
question go, or have an agent ap- 
imething might happen 
later on which would render an 
agent in the District very handy. ' '

tion of the Deaf, to be haled to pri- 
son for us, if necessary, or to receive 
in behalf of Treasurer I^ong, from 
the Treasurer of the United States, 
a warrant for $5,000, should Con- 
gress see fit to bestow this largesse 
upon us in connection with the com- 
ing Colorado Springs Congress. 

So it would seem that certain 
staunch N. A. D. hunting dogs who 
have l>een vociferating for the 
"proper incorporation" of the N. 
A. D., have been baying up the 
wrong tree, for the Association has 
been "properly incoporated" all 
these years, and is properly licensed 
to do all the work for the ameliora- 
tion of the lot of the American deaf, 
educational, material and moral, that 
may be required of it. 

But thanks are due to Mr. Howard 
for calling attention to this subject. 
It is the first time I believe that the 
certificate of incorporation appears 
in print outside the St. Paul report, 
but better late than never.

March 12, 1910.— A most dis- 
tressing accident, occurred at the 
school Saturday, about one o'clock, 
which ended the life of one of the 
pupils, Clyde Hlickensdefer, four- 
teen years of age. With a couple 
of other boys, he had been engaged 
cleaning the windows in the toilet 
room of the boys' I) floor. Their 
supervisor, Mr. Beckcrt, before 
going down to dinner, had given 
special orders for none of them to 
step outside of the windows in their 
work, and had provided boxes for 
them to stand upon so that they 
could clean the outside windows 
troin the inside. Clyde, however, 
as soon as Mr. Beckert was gone, 
disregarded the orders. While his 
assistants were in another room after 
water, he must have slipped out- 
side and in some way lost his 
balance and fell, foi there was uo 
witness. One of the pupils, Clifford 
Ellerhorst, while walking in the 
yard near the place, happening to 
look up, saw the boy coming 
through the air. The falling boy 
struck the ground on his heels and 
and fell over. Supervisor Sho- 
walter was called, and with nssis- 
tance the boy was carried to the 
hospital, near by, being uncon- 
scious. Superintendent Jones was 
immediately informed and ho 
summoned the institution physician 
with two others. All was done 
that could he done for the boy 
without success. He died at four 
o'clock without regaining conscious- 
ness. His Injuries was internal. 
The paients of the boy were 
apprised of the accident as soon as 
it occurred, and of his death, and 
requested that the remains be seut 
to them by express. The next 
morning just before Sunday School, 
the remains weie viewed in B center 
by officers, teachers and pupils, and 
were then sent to the home of his 
paients, Shanesville, (). Both of 
his parents are deaf, and both 
received their education at the 
school here. Clyde was admitted 
as a pupil in 1907, and was a mem- 
ber of the 1st Primary Class. He 
was of a kindly disposition, indus- 
trious and eager to learn. Besides 
his parents, ho leaves two sisters to 
mourn his untimely end.

The firm of Bauei and Green, 
Manufacturers of X,-ray appatatirs, 
has purchased for $35,000 the pro- 
perty on Pearl Street, this 
city, known as the City Mission, 
where the services for the deaf has 
been conducted the past six months. 
The rector of Trinity Episcopal 
Church kindly helped us to get the 
room here for these services, and 
will help us lo find another place 
when it is necessary for us lo move, 
perhaps in April. 

The present building will be re- 
modeled inside, and will become 
the office and manufacturing plant 
of this linn, who are interested iu 
medical apparatuses. 

This section of Hartford, pretty 
well-known to scores of former 
Hartfotd School pupils, as it is 
near the school aud the depot, is 
going to see many changes in the 
near future. Across the way from 
the City Mission building, the rug 
manufacturer, S B. Donchian, for 
whom Dana B. Taylor has worked 
for several years past, has put up a 
large building. Next to it, the 
New England Southern Telephone 
Company will put up a large brick 
and stone office and line building. 
While on the coiner opposite the 
Y. M. C. A., a large six-story 
building with stores on the fust 
floor aud apartments on the upper 
floor, is to be built this summer. 

Among other changes iu this line 
that may iutcrost some of the Con- 
necticut deaf is the rebuilding and 
beautifying of the chapel of St. 
Paul's Episcopal Church in New 
Haven, where deaf services have 
been held twice a month, the past 
year. This work will begin shortly 
after Easter, and the Silent Mission 
services will be held in some room 
of the Parish House till the chapel 
is ready for services again. This 
rebuilding and furnishing of St. 
Paul's Chapel will cost about ten 
thousand dollars, and will give us a 
beautiful place foi our servic 

There has been the usual sick- 
ness at the school here this winter. 
In the early winter one or two cases 
of scarlet fever broke out, at Cogs- 
well Hall, which were promptly 
sent to the Hartford Hospital. One 
or two cases also thai looked like 
diphtheria developed later on, in the 
winter, which were promptly sent 
to the hospital and cared for. 
Now, theie arc two or three mild 
cases of measles at the main hall. 
On the whole the school has been 
fortunate in having very little seti- 
ous illness among the one hundred 
sixty-rive pupils enrolled. But this 
is because constant watch is kept of 
each pupil's health, and prompt 
medical attendance to find out 
what the matter is when a pupil 
shows signs of any illness, however 
slight. The price of the school's 
health is this ceaseless vigilance on 
of the officers and teachers. 

The boys at the school have been 
enthusiastic over basket ball the 
past winter, and are something 
tierce at it The first team has 
won nine and lost four games, with 
one more to play, which will end 
the season. The second team has 
won a majority of games played 
with ousiders, and has even given 
the first five a busy half hour on 
several occasions.

where near their own sine and age, 
win or lose. 

The Annual Masque and Ball of 
the Connecticut Benevolent Society 
was held February 21st, at Con- 
way's Hall on Main Street. This is 
the one great and time-honored 
social function of the Connecticut 
deaf folks, and is eagerly looked 
forward to, evidently by the older 
as well as by the younger set.

We were unable to attend the 
ball here in Hartford this year, but 
hope to do so next year. What in- 
terests us especially is to see the 
deaf dance. If any one had told us 
rive years ago that deaf-mutes could 
dance to the music of an oichestra, 
we should have laughed at it as a 
joke. But the deaf seem to be an 
extraordinary people in their eapa- 
city to do things hearing folks 
have a notion that, being deaf , they 
cannot possibly do. 

We have been much interested 
in reading in the papeis about the 
great strike on in Philadelphia. 
Editorial comment seems to be un- 
animous that the poor old town is 
getting just what it ueserves. The 
papers seem to think this strike is 
somehow connected with Philadel- 
phia's notorious supineness to a 
political machine rotten with far- 
reaching graft and chicanery. Yet 
Philadelphia is a great city for the 
deaf — great in its school, its church 
of many earnest souls, its tine social 
life — so much saner In this respect 
than the riot of vaudeville and 
Sunday picnics our New York 
deaf friends seem to live on seven 
days in the week. We wish a few 
choice souls we know of iu both 
great cities might move up to old 
Connecticut, which with it's better 
chances for work and its cheaper 
rents for comfortable homes, would 
then be about perfect. As it is, we 
have a whole lot to be thankful for.

In Worsley, Lancashire, are two 
clocks which never strike one, being 
arranged to etrike thirteen at 1 
A.M. and 1 P.M. One of them is 
over the Earl of Ellesmere's newly 
constructed entrance to Worsley 
Hall, and is the original which the 
Duke of Bridgewater bad placed in 
the tower in his Worsley depot. 

It is said that his tjrace had the 
clock made to strike the " unlucky " 
number so as to warn his workmen 
that it was time to return to work 
after dinner, some of them having 
excused themselves for being late on 
the ground that they could not hear 
it strike one. This recalls the in- 
cident when the big clock of the 
houses of parliament saved a man's 
life. 

A soldier in the reign of William 
and Mary was condemned by court-: 
martial for failing asleep while on 
duty on the terrace at Windsor. 
He stoutly denied the charge, says 
the London Glrjbe, and solemnly 
declared that he heard Old Tom (the 
•lecessor of Big Ben) strike 
thirteen instead of twelve. The 
officers laughed at the idea, but 
while the man was lying in prison 
awaiting execution several persons 
came forward an- 1 swore that the 
clock actually did strike thirteen, 
whereupon the soldier was par- 
doned and released. 

Wells Cathedral contains the 
most interesting and the oldest self- 
>ck in the whole world. 
It was constructed by Peter Light- 
foot, a monk, in 1320, and embraces 
many devices which testify to the 
ancient horologist's ingenuity. 
Several celestial and terrestiial 
bodies are incorporated in in 
ing movement and relationship. 
They indicate the hours of the day, 
the age of the moon, and the posi- 
tion of the planets and the tides. 

When the clock strikes the hour 
horsemen, fully armed, dash out of 
two gateways in opposite directions 
and charge vigorously. They strike 
with their lances as they pass as 
many times as correspond with the 
number of the hour. A little dis- 
tance away, seated on a high perch, 
is a quaint figure, which kicks the 
quarters on two bells placed beneath 
his feet, and strikes the hours on a 
l>ell. The dial of the clock isdivid- 
into twenty-four hours, and 
shows the phases of the moon and 
a map of the heaven 

An oddity in clocks in the inven- 
tion of a Frenchman, M. Paul 
Cornti. It consists of a dial mount- 
ed above a reservoir and having a 
sort of a seesaw mounted upon its 
support. The reservoir holds 
sufficient alcohol to last for a month, 
and this serves as fuel for a small 
flame which burns at one end. The 
heat from the flame causes the air to 
in the tin lb of the seesaw 
above It. As a result the 
seesaw movei every five seconds. 
This movement is the sole motive 
power which actuates the hands. 
In Switzerland clocks are now 
being made which do not rcqn 
hands and faces. The timepiece 
merely stands in the hall, and you

Such marvels among present-day 
mechanical wonders as adding- 
machines, magazine-folders, and 
the railway-ticket printing-ma- 
chines may be described not inaptly 
as " machines with brains." 

Every one is more or less familiar 
with the wonderful feats accom- 
plished by the calculating-machines. 
It would be difficult to imagiue a 
more extraordinary product of hu- 
man ingenuity than this little device 
that solves the most formidable 
arithmetical problems by a few 
turns of a handle and push of a 
slide. Ask it to divide 877,406 by 
659, and by a manipulation which 
any child can perform it will give 
one the correct answer in a few mo- 
ments. Indeed, this little machine 
will undertake almost any calcula- 
tion, from additions running up to 
millions to the ascertainment of 
cube and square roots. 

One kind will solve the most la- 
borious of arithmetical problems, 
and will work out results even to fif- 
teen places of decimals. 

At the mints are machines of 
almost human intelligence that 
weight coins. In one of these ma- 
chines there may be seen what re- 
sembles a small brass box no larger 
than the pendulum of an eight-day 
clock. The coins that are to be 
tested drop from a tube on to the 
balance, and according as the coin 
is full weight or light it is struck by 
ope of two little hammers into its 
proper receiver, the coins being 
weighed and their fate thus automa- 
tically decided at the rate of forty 
per minute. But the operation 
does not end here. With swift and 
infallible movements the machine 
consigns the coins each to one of 
three receptacles, one for those that 
are too heavy, another for those too 
light, and the third for those of pro- 
per weight. 

There exist folding-machines that 
fold within the course of an hour 
thousands of magazines, place each 
in a gummed wrapped, address it to 
the person for whom it is intended, 
and deposit it in the proper sack, 
of which there are many, for its 
postal desination. Another ma- 
chine of tb>s character, which is 
about the size of a typewriter, 
cleverly licks, closes, and affixes 
stamps to envelopes at the rate of 
several thousand an hour, at the 
same time making an exact record 
of the number of stamps used. 

" Almost superhuman " is an ex- 
pression that has been employed 
with regard to the machine for 
printing and numbering con- 
secutively railroad tickets. The 
blank tickets are placed in color 
in a horizontal tube or spout, and 
with marvelous rapidity the bottom 
ticket of the pile is pushed out, 
printed, and receives its proper 
number, until in an incredibly short 
time the pile of hundreds or thou- 
sands of rickets is exhausted. The 
uncanny features of this machine is 
that, if a single blank ticket be 
faulty in any way, if the tiniest 
piece of it has been torn off, for in- 
stance, the moment the turn of that 
ticket arrives for printing the 
machine stops short, and nothing 
will induce it to resume work until 
the imperfect blank shall have been 
removed. — Selected.

Tb« dlBllaudri Memorial. 

It ia proposed to oreate a memorial 
to the late Rev. Thomas Gallaudet, 
D.I)., by the erection of a Pariah 
Building for Ht. Ann's Church for 
Deaf-Mut.»H. The present Church 
Ig situated on 148th Street, just west 
of Amsterdam Avenue, and is built 
Home twenty-five feet back from the 
line of the itreet to permit the erec- 
tion of mucIi a building as above 
Indicated, which will form a facade 
to the church edifice and be a center 
of religious and social life amongst 
the Hilent peoples. Dr. Gallaudet 
hoped dining hat lifetime to see tbe 
erection of thiH building, which 
would have completed the church 
with which bin mitre has always 
been associated. This was not per- 
mitted, sad it is suggested as a 
most fitting memorial to him that 
this work be now undertaken. St. 
Aim's Church is used wholly for 
the deaf mutes. 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty-flve feet 
along the street front and twenty- 
five feet in depth. It will be three 
storietn in height, with a basement, 
and will be used for the social, re- 
ligious and Industrial needs of the 
deaf-mutes of New York. The 
amount required for " The Gallau- 
det Memorial Parish Building" will 
be about $30,000, aud the building 
itself, in its position and purpose, 
will form H eons monument 

to him whose life was devoted to the 
silent peoples. They themselves 
heartily endorse the memorial.
